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Council Gets Metro Site Opinions, 
Parcel 1 Condemnation Update

At its January 8 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt city 
council heard an update on 
the Parcel 1 condemnation 
trial, heard citizens views 
on Metro vs. wetlands and 
agreed to invite the Corps of 
Engineers to attend a work- 
session, tentatively sched¬ 
uled for January 30. 

Mayor pro temi Thomas X. White 
who proposed the work session, 
said that its purpose will be to 
learn the Corps’ procedure re¬ 
lating to the permitting process. 
City Manager James K, Giese 
noted that the Corps refused to 
attend the December 18 public 
meeting, saying that the time 
for public comment had passed. 

Turner Letter 

After the December 18 public 
meeting on the Metrorail service 
and inspection yard, Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 
thority (WMATA) General Man¬ 
ager Carmen E. Turner wrote a 
letter to the city comparing the 


planned yard site on Beltsville 
Agricultural Research C e n t e ,* 
(BARC) property with the A. H. 
Smith property. The Smith prop¬ 
erty is located south of the Metro 
station property, north of Green¬ 
belt Road, Many speakers at the 
December 18 meeting urged 
Metro to locate the service yard 
on this property, part of which 
is currently used for a sand and 
gravel operation. 

Turner said that building the 
yard on the Smith property 
would affect 62 acres of wet¬ 
lands, versus the 17 acres af¬ 
fected on the BARC site. She 
said that 25 of the affected Snvth 
site acres are currently “palus- 
trine forested wetlands,” and that 
any unauthorized filling of wet¬ 
lands would not affect their 
characterization as wetlands or 
the applicability of restrictions on 
their use. 

Further, Turner said that 201,- 
000 cubic yards of fill would have 
to be placed in the 100-year 
floodplain on the Smith property, 
instead of the 2,400 cubic yards 


required for the BARC site. She 
further argued that relocating 
the yard would delay the startup 
of service on the Green Line for 
at least four years. 

Several citizens questioned the 
accuracy of these claims. Council 
agreed to send Turner's I • Ler 
to the Corps of Engineers >nd 
ask them to verify the accuracy 
of the information 

Value of Wetlands 

Doug Love charged that 
WMATA had set the criteria fo^ 
site selection so that the BARC 
site would be selected, rather 
than selecting the sits based on 
preset criteria. He said that the 
issue is really one of defining 
a wetland. According to Love, 
the area of quarry operations is 
not a wetland and that actual 
wetlands cover no more than 10 
acres of the Smith property. 

Love's main concern was that 
the quarry land will not b^ pro¬ 
tected as wetlands when the cur¬ 
rent or future owners of the prop¬ 
erty want to develop it commer-

Sunrise Fliers Gel Long Debate: 
No Apologies, No Views Changed

At its January 8 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council, along with a num¬ 
ber of citizens, discussed at 
length the claims and coun¬ 
terclaims relating to coun¬ 
cil's 1985 position on the 
proposed Sunrise Apart¬ 
ments. After approximately 
two hours of debate, little 
had changed. Neither side 
retracted its claims and pe- 
fcioner Charles Haeelerans 
and his wife, defeated couri¬ 
er candidate Ruth Kastner, 
failed to receive the son eh t- 
after aooloev from three 
victorious opponents. Coun¬ 
cilman Fdward Putens was 
absent due to illness. 

At the December 4 council 
meeting, Hagelgans had present¬ 
ed a petition seeking an expla¬ 
nation of alleged discrepancies 
between the claims made in a 
campaign flier distributed by 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and coun¬ 
cil members Putens and An¬ 
toinette Bram, and the official 
records of the city At issue was 
council's position in 1985 when 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening proposed issuing Indus¬ 
trial Development Bonds (IDB) 
to finance construction of high- 
rise apartments on the Sunrise 
tract in Greenbelt East. The 
property was already zoned for 
high-rise apartments, so neither 
city nor county approval was 
needed for actual construction. 

The issue was raised in an ex¬ 


change of fliers lata in the recent 
city council campaign, Kastner 
charged that council had with¬ 
drawn its opposition to the apart¬ 
ments in 1985, Then Weidenfeld, 
Putens and Bram counter-charged 
that Kastner was misrepresent¬ 
ing council’s official position. 
The three argued that they with¬ 
drew their opposition to the bond 
financing at the request of 
Greenbelt East but that they 
continued to oppose the apart¬ 
ment complex. 

At the January 8 meeting, 
Weidenfeld drew a distinction 
between the private business of 
the contents of the fliers, which 
he offered to discuss individu¬ 
ally with either Hagelgans or 
Kastner, and the public issue of 
what is council's position on the 
Sunrise apartments. 

Chronology 

The mayor noted that city staff 
had prepared a summary of rele¬ 
vant material which is available 
lo anyone upon request. He sum¬ 
marized some of the more sig¬ 
nificant items. First, in January 
1985 council voted to oppose both 
the apartment project and the 
county proposal to issue tax-free 
Industrial Development Bonds 
(IDB) to finance the project. By 
July 1985 the developer was as¬ 
suring council and citizens that 
the project would be built regard¬ 
less of whether the bonds were 
approved but that a lower- 
qqality project would be built 
without bond financing. 

On September 9, 1985, Robert 
Zugby, president of the Green¬ 
belt East Ad Hoc Committee, 
presented a letter to council re¬ 


questing that the city withdraw 
its opposition to the bond finan¬ 
cing. Weidenfeld said that Zugby 
recently confirmed to the mayor 
that this request did not imply 
support for the apartment project 
but rather a desire for a high- 
quality project, if it must be 
built. 

The minutes of the October 15 
regular meeting show that Weid¬ 
enfeld recommended that the 
city request a commitment from 
the county executive for addi¬ 
tional parkland, road improve¬ 
ments and improved city-county 
communication before taking a 
position on either the waivers 
to the Maryland Trade Center 
covenants or the Sunrise bonds. 
Then, at the October 21, 1985 
regular meeting, Weidenfeld sug¬ 
gested a motion to withdraw 
council's opposition to the bonds 
since the requested commitments 
had been offered. Action on the 
motion was deferred until after

City and FOP Discuss 
Collective Bargaining

The first order of business at the city council workses¬ 
sion on January 10 was a discussion of the proposed enab¬ 
ling resolution for collective bargaining that the Fraternal 
Order of Police (FOP) had submitted for council's consid¬ 
eration in October 1988. FOP President Pat McAndrew and 
attorney Bruce Lerner met with Mayor Gil Weidenfeld; 
Councilmembers Antoinette Bram. Joseph Isaacs and Ed¬ 
ward Putens; Police Chief James Craze: and City Manager 
James Giese. Discussion throughout the session remained 
focused on the purpose and merits of collective bargaining, 


rather than on specifics of \ 

Lerner explained that the bill 
is based on legislation passed by 
the state legislature enabling the 
Maryland-National P^ik 

and Planning (M-NCPPC) Police 
to use collective bargaining. He 
added that the FOP view? col¬ 
lective bargaining not as an an¬ 
tagonistic process but as a way 
to open up and formalize com¬ 
munication between the city and 
FOP. 

Is Ther* a Need? 

Weidenfeld asked why a formal 
bargaining process and agree¬ 
ment were needed. McAndrew 
said that collective bargaining, 
with established time tables for 
decisions and commitments of 
time on both sides, would pro¬ 
vide the police with a more 
meaningful role in decision mak¬ 
ing While th^ city staff and 
council as well as police would 
need to commit time up front to 
reaching the initial agreement, 
there would be no need to bar¬ 
gain again for the probable two 
or three year duration of the 
agreement, 

Lerner spoke of the role of 
collective bargaining in protect¬ 
ing the relationship betwetn the 
police department and future 
councils, police chiefs and city 
managers. Policies and issues that 
are now’ decided informally, on 
a personal basis, would be clari¬ 
fied. The collective bargaining 
process would call for a mediator 
to be brought in if the parties 
involved reach an imoasse. He 
said that this provision often 
provides a stimulus for parties 
to work together to avoid such 
an imoasse. He referred to the 
“positive experience” of many 
Maryland municipalities su^h as 
Frederick, as well as Prince 
Georges County and M-NCPPC. 
in collective bargaining with 
their police forces. 

Putens expressed his concern 
that the process would harm 
rather than benefit relations be¬ 
tween council and the police, cre¬ 
ating an adversarial rel?tioyv 
ship. The “bottom line” will al¬ 
ways be monev, he said, and co.- 
lective bargaining will not in¬ 
crease the money available In 
the city budget. 

Both the city and the police 
recognized that if they were to 
enter into a collective bargain¬ 
ing agreement, they would com¬ 
mit to continuing the process 
until the city were to repeal the 
enabling ordinance. Oie p e urged 
council to move deliberately and 
carefully in making such a de¬ 
cision, calling collective bargain¬ 
ing a “forever commitment.” 

Issues to be Faced 

Many issues that are not for¬ 
mally addressed by council could 
be covered under the collective 
bargaining agreement, said Mc¬ 
Andrew. These issues need to be 
formalized he said, but not nec¬ 
essarily by council. When asked 
by Weidenfeld if collective bar- 
gaining is needed in order to 
resolve issues, McAndrew noted 
that it had taken over a year 
jusfe- to schedule a meeting re¬ 


e proposed legislation. 

garding the legislation. 

Putens said he would like to 
see a li^t of such i^su^s within 
SO to 60 davs. McAndrew re- 
?>lied th^t he would compile such 
a list within a week. 

One such issue that was used 
as an example throughout the 
ciscuss ; on was issuance of new 
and replacement uniforms Under 
Chief Craze, officers are issued 
a number of uniforms which are 
replaced on submittal of the gar¬ 
ment needirg replacement, more 
or less on demand. That policy 
should be formalized, the police 
feel, so that the number is not 
reduced nor ready replacement 
eliminated under a future chief 
A collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment, moreover, would also pro 
tect the city by precluding the 
the police from asking for the 
number of uniforms issued to be 
increased. 

The ball is in council's court, 
McAndrew said. The FOP be 
lieves that the situation needs 
improving and views collective 
bargaining as a positive step for 
the city and the police. Lerner 
urged the city to move ahead 
quickly on the issue. Giese, how¬ 
ever, stated his belief that this 
is not an issue to be moved on 
quickly. In particular, he was 
concerned about the divisive ef¬ 
fects of offering collective bar¬ 
gaining to one group of city em¬ 
ployees and not all employees. 

Also present at the work ses¬ 
sion were other members of the 
FOP Executive Board; vice presi¬ 
dent Troy Harding, secretary 
Craig Rich, conductor Mike Len- 
ier, and treasurer Carl Schinner.

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Stroll Around the Lake 
Ends With Tragic Death

What was to have been a late- 
afternoon walk with a dog in the 
woods at Buddy Attick Park on 
Sunday evening, January 14, 
ended tragically at around mid¬ 
night when the stroller was 
found in the small stream near 
St. Hugh's School. A visitor in 
Greenbelt, 75-year-old Fred 
Wandel of Takoma Park, had 
set out at about 5 p.m. When 
the dog returned alone several 
hours later, members of the 
Moryadas family he was visiting 
notified police and a search be¬ 
gan. Wandel was accustomed to 
visiting the family and walking 
his dog around the lake. 

Participating in the search 
were members of both the 
Greenbelt and Berwyn Heights 
Volunteer Fire Departments, as 
well as many local residents. 
Around 11 p.m. a helicopter from 
the Greenbelt Park Police also 
joined the search, circling the 
lake park area continuously for 
more than half an hour and shin¬ 
ing a searchlight into the dark 
woodland. 

Around midnight, the search 
ended when Wandel was found 
lying in the water of the stream 
behind the Jaycee’s building. He 
was suffering from hypothermia 
and transported to Prince Georg¬ 
es Hospital where he died. Al¬ 
though no cause of death was 
given, foul play is not suspected.

a work session. 

The Core Issue 

The flier controversy revolved 
around the November 4, 1985 
regular meeting The minutes say 
that council voted to . . take 
no position on the Sunrise Apart¬ 
ments,” Weidenfeld argued that 
unlike written ordinances and 
resolutions that are prepared in 
advance, council motions are of¬ 
ten “cryptic and brief” to the 
extent that other council mem¬ 
bers have to ask the maker of 
the motion what hi^or her in¬ 
tent is. He said that since all 
previous discussions on Sunrise 
had been in relation to the pro¬ 
posed bond financing, that con¬ 
text must be taken into account 
in understanding the November 

4 motion. 

Weidenfeld said that the best 
evidence of council’s intent is 
the understanding of those that 
were at the meeting. Further, he 
said that there was no reason for 
council to take a position on the 
development itself since the only 
action under consideration was 
the county bond issue. As further 
support, he cited a November 7, 
1985 letter to the chairman of 
the county council and the 
News Review account of the No¬ 
vember 4 meeting, both of which 
indicate that council chose to 
take no position on the bonds, 
-rather than the project. 

The mayor said that “No mat¬ 
ter how one may want to inter¬ 
pret, twist and bend the facts, 
the council’s position on the Sun¬ 
rise Apartments since January 
28, 1985 is clearly documented by 
the records.” 

Not Convinced 

Hagelgans was not convinced. 
He disputed Weidenfeld’s claim 
that the fliers are not a public 
concern. He argued that “it is 
a public concern whenever public 
officials make public statements 
concerning the public nosition of 
this public body.” He further 
stated that it is “justifiable for 
citizens to require accountabil¬ 
ity.” 

Further, Hagelgans said that 
he placed much more weight on 
the minutes than did the mayor 
calling them “pretty dog-goned 
important.” He noted that coun¬ 
cil had corrected other wording 
in the motion, indicating that 
council took the wording cf this 
motion very seriously. Further, 
if council’s position was as stated, 
the erroneous motion in the min¬ 
utes should have hit council “like 
a ton of bricks.” 

As additional evidence that the 
minutes were accurate, Hagel¬ 
gans noted that a May 1986 let¬ 
ter from the mayor to the coun¬ 
ty executive stated that the city 
had agreed “not to oppose the 

5 u n r i s e apartments develop¬ 
ment,” 

Hagelgans argued that if “we 
can’t trust what’s in print . . . 
we’re lost,” He asked where any 
city document after November 4 
stated that council’s intent was 
to not oppose the bonds but to 
continue to oppose the apart¬ 
ments. He said that the three 
candidates’ claim that they con¬ 
tinued to oppose the project is 
not only “completely unsubstan¬ 
tiated” but also “refuted by all 
the documents,” 

Rodney Roberts said that the 
most important point in the de¬ 
bate was the letter to the county 
executive which said, council 
agreed not to oppose the apart¬ 
ments. He said that this made 
all previous actions of council 
“null and void.” Council could 
not, argued Roberts, agree to 
drop opposition in writing, then 
turn around and say they oppose. 
He said that the three council 
members owe Kastner and the 
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citizens “at least” an apology. 

Other Comments 

Mayor pro tem Thomas X. 
White said that the controversy 
is between the three incumbents 
and Kastner and Hagelgans, but 
that he was concerned about 
what he saw as a misuse of city 
staff. He claimed that staff was 
asked, on several occasions, to 
research this issue for use in 
candidates’ campaigns. 

Giese said that the only staff 
research on this issue was in 
response to the Decembei 4 pe¬ 
tition. The first research re¬ 
ferred to by White was actually 
done by Weidenfeld. Giese said 
that Weidenfeld asked that the 
information be distributed to all 
councilmembers, but that in ac¬ 
cordance with normal policy the 
information was distributed to 
all candidates. Giese agreed with 
Weidenfeld’s comment that the 
May 1986 letter to the county 
executive was drafted by Giese 
based upon the minutes of the 
November meeting, 

Weidenfeld read a letter from 
counci’member Bram’s husband, 
Ralph, who was unable to attend 
the meeting. Ralph Bram said he 
was “incensed by the relentless 
efforts of some to discredit the 
honesty, credibility and integrity 
of council.” He wrote that “of¬ 
ficial documentation, Greenbelt 
city records and on-the-spot re- 
porting ... all point to the fact 
that Ms. Kastner’s post facto 
interpretation of circumstances 
regarding the 1985 Sumise issue 
is wrong.” Bram in his letter 
continued that “no more need be 
said about the 1985 issue which 
is now moot,” 

Councilmember Bram said that 
she refused to be involved in the 
controversy and that her hus¬ 
band's remarks “in some way” 
reflect her own. She said that 
she was elected to “do a job, not 
argue semantics,” and urged 
council not to “continue to beat 
a dead horse,” 


Importance of Minutes 

Keith Chernikoff found Weid¬ 
enfeld’s characterization of the 
minutes “disquieting.” He said 
that these are the legal docu¬ 
ments of the city and council 
should make sure they are cor¬ 
rect, 

Weidenfeld said that he was 
trying to distinguish between or¬ 
dinances ard resolutions which are 
drafted and reviewed in advance, 
and motions stated for the first 
time at the meeting. As a result, 
he said, motions are often not 
precise. He argued that although 
he views the minutes as impor¬ 
tant, he can guarantee that there 
are errors which are not caught 
and said that the context of the 
discussion must be taken into 
account in interpreting them. 

Leonie Penney was concerned 
about the effect of this debate 
on the next election. She said 
that it is not right to have an 
“in-club” that knows that the 
minutes may say one thing but 
mean another. She declared her¬ 
self “shocked” that motions were 
not clearly phrased and that the 
mayor admitted there may be in¬ 
accuracies in the minutes. She 
said that there is something ba¬ 
sically wrong if the minutes can¬ 
not be trusted. 

Bram made a motion to go on 
record in a letter to Glendening 
as opposing the Sunrise apart¬ 
ments. However, she later with¬ 
drew the motion when Giese 
noted that council recently had 
voted to oppose the lates* site 
plan for the project. In addition 
Giese cautioned that the new mo¬ 
tion might cause future prob¬ 
lems if it is interpreted as sup¬ 
porting high-density commercial 
development of the sice. 

Councilmerr fi er Joseph Isaacs 
argued that Kastner is correct in 
her account based on the minutes, 
but that he remembers that the 
issue was the bond financing. He 
argued that the important thing 
now is to go forward, not back¬ 
ward.

daily. 

Love’s da m that the Smith 
property is not wetlands was 
seconded by Rodney Roberts who 
circulated photographs of the 
property which he said proved his 
point. Roberts quoted several En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) officials who were con- 
cerned about placing the yards 
on “mature, ecologically valuable 
wetlands,” 

Roberts favored building the, 
yard on the “highly disturbed” 
Smith tract. He concluded by say¬ 
ing that putting the yard on 
irreplaceable wetlands is “not 
high quality, its asinine.” He 
urged that Greenbelt be given “a 
fair shake” with a public hear¬ 
ing, so that citizens could put 
their views before the Corps, 

Dr Harriet Phelps, who iden¬ 
tified herself as working with 
marine biology and pollution on 
the bay, said that the ecosystem 
must be protected. She charged 
that Turner’s letter is “clearly 
inaccurate” and seconded the call 
for a public hearing, Phelps said 
that there are few wetlands areas 
left to protect and that the BARC 
rite is a “particularly valuable 
one.” 

Value of Metro 

Noreen Yoch took the opposite 
position. She recalled going to 
several Metro hearings over the 
years and urged council not to 
“derail” Metro. She feared that 
delays would increase Metro’s 
costs and argued that Metro is 
needed to keep Greenbelt “hot” 
and maintain property values. 

Yoch presented a petition 
signed by 68 Greenbelters urging 
prompt completion of the Green 
Line for the “larger good” of 
mass transportation. 

Betsy Likowski also urged 
council not to delay the line. She 
argued that there are environ¬ 
mental justifications for each side 
of the issue, such as a reduction 
in air pollution resulting from 
use of mass transit, and that it 
is not a clear “wetlands versus 
development” issue. 

As regards wetlands, Likowski 
said that Greenbelters “pick and 
choose” which ones to fight hard¬ 
est for. She said that the wet¬ 
lands on the Sehrom Hills Park 
site would be destroyed by the 
proposed lake, but that few citi¬ 
zens had fought for sheir protec¬ 
tion. She feared that new hear¬ 
ings would delay Metro and if 
the delay were too long the ex¬ 
tension of Metro to Greenbelt 
might never be built. 

The Smith wetlands, said L J - 
kowski, may not be pretty, but 
they are a functioning wetland 
and that placing the yard there 
would “really mess up” a major 
feeder stream. Roberts disputed 
her claim about the wetlands. 

Roger Roberts argued that

Metro will be built regardless of 
where the yard is sited and that 
the city should seek the plan with 
the least impact on the city, 
property and environment. 

Parcel 1 

Giese reported that the defend¬ 
ants in the city’s Parcel 1 con¬ 
demnation suit are seeking to 
delay the trial until resolution 
of their suit against the county. 
The city is seeking to obtain 
Parcel 1, a 100-acre tract located 
north of Northway Extended be¬ 
tween Ridge Road and the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway, for 
parkland. (On January 16, As¬ 
sistant City Mlanager Michael 
McLaughlin told the News Re¬ 
view that the request to delay 
the trial was denied. The con¬ 
demnation suit is now scheduled 
to come to trial on February 
20 .) 

Giese said that the defendants 
are seeking to force county ac¬ 
tion on their request for sewer 
and water service to the prop¬ 
erty, The defendants claim chat 
they cannot properly value the 
property until the water and sew¬ 
er service is determined. Action 
on the county suit is expected in 
three to four months. 

In response to a question from 
Doug Love, City Planning and 
Development Coordinator Celia 
Wilson said that the traffic 
counters on Plateau Place were 
installed by the city’s consult¬ 
ants to gather information to 
support the condemnation bid. She 
added that ,the flags on Parcel 1 
were also placed there by city 
consultants to denote wetlands, 
steep slopes and other environ¬ 
mental features. 


Legislation 

Council introduced for first 
reading an ordinance appropri¬ 
ating an additional $23,600 from 
the Replacement Fund. The mon¬ 
ies will be used to fund additional 
telephone and computer equip¬ 
ment for the new police station, 
and purchase a used tow truck 
for $4,500. The requested tele¬ 
phone funds will provide some 
essential equipment left out of 
last year’s order. This new order 
brings the total telephone equip¬ 
ment cost to $11,218. The amount 
of computer equipment for the 
station was also underestimated. 
The new order brings the total 
to $26,000, up from $9,500. 

Council introduced for first 
reading a resolution authorizing 
o negotiated purchase price for 
the Greenbelt Swim Center 
btructure to be approved by a 
motion of council rather than by 
resolution. The architect for the 
indoor pool has recommended 
that the building be a coated 
aluminum structure However, the 
city has been able to locate only 
one manufacturer of these struc¬ 
tures. Staff has been working 
to negotiate a price with the 
manufacturer. All other work on 
the pool, such as site work and 
construction of the pool, deck 
and locker room facility will be 
done based on competitive bid¬ 
ding. 

Giese said that the city will 
not be bound to the manufac¬ 
turer if the pool bid were never 
let. In return, the pool bid must 
be let by the end of May for the 
negotiated price to be binding 
on the manufacturer.

Council received a petition from 
Carol Gulalta urging council 
either to tow vehicles illegally 
parked in handicapped spaces or 
to increase the fine for such 
illegal parking.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

Well it's been about 10 years now for computer-controlled en¬ 
gine systems. The comparison in engineering between the first 
systems and what we have today is just amazing. Some of the 
components have changed, but the principle is the same — try¬ 
ing to achieve the most power and performance, reduce exhaust 
emissions, and still not give up any fuel economy. 

One component that has been in operation since computer- 
controlled engine systems started is what is referred to as an oxy¬ 
gen sensor. This is a device that is located in the exhaust mani¬ 
fold area and its purpose is to monitor exhaust emissions thru 
exhaust temperature. As exhaust temperature changes through 
rich-in-fuel or lean-in-fuel conditions, this sensor changes in volt— 
tage thus signaling to the on-board data processor what changes it 
has to make to compensate for a good drive condition. 

This sensor has been determined to cause about 15 to 26 per¬ 
cent of poor driving conditions. The problem with this is the 
chance of a misdiagnosis of the computer system because of the 
variables involved. Longevity of the oxygen sensor is about 30,000 
miles. It becomes coated with unburned hydrocarbons or becomes 
contaminated, and no longer functions at the rate it should. It 
then sends erroneous voltage signals to the onboard data processor 
and thus poor drive conditions start to appear. 

During a tune-up a system check should be conducted with 
a specific check of the oxygen sensor. It could be defective if 
your vehicle has in excess of 30,000 miles. Time does not affect 
this sensor for operation. Just remember to have it checked. It 
could be robbing your engine of fuel economy and good engine per¬ 
formance,
